Resolutions of Magistrates. 

Sir, Knock tlrin Castle, 26 April 1834. 

Enclosed I send you a copy of the resolutions unanimously entered into at 
a meeting, held in Mullingpr this day, which I request you will have the good- 
ness to lay before His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. I believe I ought at the 
same time to have enclosed a list of the outrages which have occurred in the 
county, and which was laid before us by Mr. Thompson, chief constable, but I have 
neglected to get a copy of them from him. It appeared that in the barony of 
Moyashel and Maghcradernon, there were 1 3 serious cases of outrage; and in the 
baronies of Delvin and Farbill, 12, all since the 1st of March last. Should you 
wish for a list of those outrages, they shall be forwarded ; in the whole county the 
outrages amounted to 50. 

I have thought it better to send you a copy of the resolutions, as the original 
was a good deal blotted, but it can bo forwarded at any time you may desire. 

1,090 l. was subscribed in the room for the discovery of the persons who made 
the attempt to shoot Mr. Briscoe.

TO llis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and General Governor of Ireland. 



We, the undersigned magistrates, convened in a public meeting at the court- 
house in Mullingar, to take into consideration the state of this county, from the 
numerous outrages (many of most atrocious description), which have taken place 
in several parts of it, and especially the recent atrocious attempt to murder 
Edward Briscoe, Esq., in the noon day, by firing at him, on Sunday the 20th 
instant : — Are decidedly of opinion, that the existing laws are not sufficient to 
ipcet or repress the existing state of crime and outrage, and therefore submit to 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant our prayer, that the Act of the 3d of Will. 4, 
chap. 4, may be put into operation in those parts where crime has been most con- 
spicuous ; and for that object, we beg to suggest, that the provisions of the above 
Act may be put in force in the baronies of Farbill, Delvin, and Moyashel and 
Magheradcrnon ; and further, in order to give full effect to this measure, we beg 
to suggest the expediency of a stipendiary magistrate being stationed in such part 
of the baronies above stated, as may be judged most fit and conducive to the 
objects proposed.

We have two persons apprehended, whom we considered there was sufficiently 
strong reasons for thinking may have been concerned in planning the attack that 
was made, but as yet we have not any strong grounds for detaining them 

I have called a meeting of the magistrates for Saturday next, to take into con- 
sideration the state of the barony of Farbill, and some parts of the adjacent baro- 
nies. 1 conclude subscriptions will also be made for offering rewards ■ mav 
1 beg to know if it is the intention to offer any reward from the Government.

LETTER from //. AF. Thompson , Esq. to Sir William G asset. 

Westmeath Constabulary Office, 

Sir, Mullingar, April 21st, 1834. 

1 beg to report the following outrage whiclf took place yesterday at Grange- 
more, about nine miles from this town, near the post-town of Killucan. Mr. Ed- 
ward Briscoe and his brother were proceeding to church, and when riding down 
his own avenue two shots were fired at the former, which providentially missed 
him. The two gentlemen, on clearing the plantation, pursued the assassins, of 
whom there were four, two armed with blunderbusses and two with pistols, but 
were deterred, on closing them, by one of the men whose pistol had not been dis- 
charged. I proceeded thither this morning, but regret to say that, as yet, there 
is no clue to the parties. The neighbouring police scoured the country and 
arrested several persons, but none of them could be identified. Mr. Briscoe is 
a gentlemen of the first station and property in this county, and served as sheriff 
last year, and I beg respectfully to suggest that a reward be forthwith offered by 
Government. I have communicated with the Vice- Lieutenant as to the propriety 
of calling a meeting of magistrates, or taking some other active steps on the 
occasion.

no cause has been assigned for this outrage, and the fellows are as yet unknown. 

On the following night, some person or persons, as yet unknown, stole a sheep 
off the lands of Portcrstown, the property of said Mr. Thomas Baker.

Brady is a stranger, who was brought to Heathstown from the county Meath, 
by the proprietor Mr. Dyas, which is the cause assigned for these attacks on him. 

The foregoing outrages should have been before reported, but I only heard of 
them, by chance, yesterday, when on duty at the fair of Clonmellon, in this 
district.

By the exertions of the 
police I had placed at Hightown House for their protection, seven suspected 
persons were arrested the same night, and examined on yesterday before the 
magistrates at Killucan, but as yet without any definitive result. 

The subscription entered into by the magistrates of the county to obtain 
information as to the first attempt to assassinate those men, now amounts to 
500 and I beg again to suggest the expediency of Government ottering 
a liberal reward for the conviction of the offenders.

When Brady gets better I will do every thing in my power to cause a close 
investigation of this affair, until when the police shall make all exertion to o-et 
information on the subject. 0

— Tliis night an armed party attacked the house of Nicholas Kenny, of Ratheonncll, fired 
several shots through his door and windows, one of which wounded him slightly ; they broke open 
his door and beat him severely. 

19 April. — This night four men entered the house of Mary Maguinness, of Monaglianstown, two 
of whom were armed, and beat her, and threatened to burn her house. 

Same night and place, four men, two of whom were armed, entered the house of Mary Fallon, and 
beat her, and desired her to dispossess Mary Maguinness, “ or mark the consequence.” 

2t April. — Several persons did violently assemble at Quarry, and then and there did violently 
assault James Levinge, and inflict on his head and person dangerous wounds, of which he died on 
the 27th instant. An inquest was held on body, when the verdict was as follows, “ that the deceased 
came by his death in consequence of wounds inflicted on his head by stones that were thrown 
by John and Thomas Flannagan, and that Thomas, John and Mary Brackan, were aiding and 
assisting." 



Remarks of Sub-Inspector. 

A man named Punlon, though not named in the verdict, is in custody on information taken by 
me previous to Levinge’s death. The others have absconded, but I have taken measures to stop 
them in Dublin and Cork. 

By 
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By this act alone a judgment may be formed of the state of demoralization, of savage licentious- 
ness, and of utter disregard of law and authority, which illegal combination ( alias “ agitation,”) has 
engendered among the lower classes. The only offence committed by this poor man, who was 
care-taker to the Protestant clergyman of the parish (the honourable and reverend Mr. Browne, a 
brother of Lord Kilmaine, and a very amiable gentleman) was his endeavouring to prevent the people 
from trespassing across his master’s field ! for this lawful act he was stoned to death like a mad dog, 
in the open face of day, and close to a large and populous town ; in my opinion, the whole county 
deserves to be proclaimed for such a deed.

His Excellency stated to the Council, that from the numerous representations 
received of outrages and offences in the county of Westmeath, he found it neces- 
sary to have the subject brought under the consideration of the Privy Council, 
with a view to measures being adopted for putting a stop to those disorders. 

The Right honourable the Attorney-General then proceeded to read various 
documents and reports, showing the disturbed state of said county, including, 

A Memorial of several assembled Magistrates and Deputy-lieutenants, praying, 
for the reasons therein stated, the extension of the Act 3 Will. IV; c. 4, to the 
three baronies of Delvin, Farbill, and Moyashel and Magheradernon ; and, — 

A Report from the Inspector-General of the state of crime in those baronies. 

Upon consideration thereof, 

An Order was signed, directing the Attorney-General to prepare, and forthwith 
lay before the Board, a Proclamation under said Act with respect to said 
Baronies. 

Proclamation accordingly prepared and signed, declaring the aforesaid baronies 
of Delvin, Farbill, and Moyashel and Magheradernon, in the county of West- 
meath, to be in such a state of disturbance and insubordination, as to require the 
application of the provisions of the Act passed in the third year of His present 
Majesty, “ for the more effectual Suppression of Local Disturbances and dan- 
gerous Associations in Ireland.” 



PROCLAMATION declaring the three Baronies of Delvin, Farbill , and 
Moyashel and Magheradernon, iu the County of Westmeath, to be in a state ot 
Disturbance. 

BY the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 

Wellesley, (A Proclamation.) 

Whereas by an Act passed in the third year of his present Majesty’s reign, 
intituled, “ An Act for the more effectual Suppression of Local Disturbances and 
Dangerous Associations in Ireland,” it is amongst other tilings enacted, that it shall 
and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors 
of Ireland, with the advice of His Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, at any 
time after the passing of the said Act, and from time to time during the continu- 
ance thereof, as occasion may require, to issue his or their Proclamation, declaring 
any county, county of a city, or county of a town* in Ireland, or any portion 
thereof respectively, to be in such a state of disturbance and insubordination as to 
require the application of the provisions of the said Act: 

Now, We, the Lord Lieutenant, do, by this Our Proclamation, in pursuance 
and execution of the said Act, and by and with the advice of His Majesty s Privy 
Council in Ireland, declare the baronies of Farbill, Delvin, and Moyashel and 
Magheradernon, in the county of Westmeath, to be in such a state of disturbance 
and insubordination as to require the application of the provisions of the said Act. 

And We do. by this Our Proclamation, warn the inhabitants of the said baronies 
of Farbill, Delvin, and Moyashel and Magheradernon, in the county of West- 
meath, to abstain from all seditious and other unlawful assemblies, processions, 
confederacies, meetings and associations, and to be and remain within their 
respective habitations at all hours between sun-set and sun-rise from and alter 
Friday, the oth day of May instant; of which all Justices of the leace ol the 
said county, constables,* peace oflice'rs, and all others whom it may c0 " c ®f n » are to 
take notice. — Given at the Council-chamber in Dublin, the 5th day of May 1834.
